Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representatives discussed the rejected claims and what 
were the differences between the claims and the prior art, OS-9. The main difference between the present invention 
and the prior art is that the present invention is meant to maintain processing speed in most situations, including thread 
switching situations, while the prior art is focused on a Round Robin scheduling method for thread switching. 
Applicants' representatives focused on the miss fulfillment FIFO as one of the reasons why the present invention is 
different from OS-9. The Examiner concurred that the miss fulfillment FIFO described in the specification is different 
from OS-9, however, those differences are not clear by the current claim language in claim 1. Applicants' 
representatives then pointed to claim 6 and questioned whether that was the type of detail the Examiner was looking 
for in the claim language. The Examiner understood what the claim language of claim 6 was trying to claim after 
reading the specification, i.e. the rate was as close to being the same as the pipeline latency as possible since it is not 
possible to be exactly the same, but, just on face value, the language of claim 6 was not sufficient. The language of 
claim 6, specifically the meaning of "substantially equivalent", causes concern for the Examiner because it is unclear 
what this limitation means. Computer Architecture is not as heavily mathematically based on percentages and 
numbers like other arts, such as Chemistry and Biomedical, and, therefore, does not have a concrete understanding of 
the term "substantially equivalent". As such, the Examiner could not grant that claim language in claim 6 the limiting 
use as described in the specification without improperly importing limitations from the specification into the claim 
language. However, if Applicants' representatives could somehow reword the language in claim 6, then that language 
would most likely overcome the current rejection. The Examiner could not state whether it would make the case 
allowable, since further searching and consideration would be needed should such an amendment be made.
